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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment to claim 39 to change the limitation in lines 14-15 from "the deflecting step" to "the 
debulking step" changes the scope of the claimed invention and would require further consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
The applicant argued that Hundertmark fails to disclose the step of sliding the tissue debulking device against a cam surface. However, a 
cam surface is merely a contact suface within the tubular device. As such, the examiner's interpretation of Fig. 1 1 in page 4 the Office 
action mailed on 12/8/08 is proper as Hundertmark discloses a portion of the device that contacts the cutter to push it out of the cutter when 
the device is moved though a tortuous blood vessel. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill 
in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In this case, both the Hundertmark and Mueller references disclose cutters used within a blood vessel. Therefore, one of ordinary 
skill in the art would look at the Mueller reference to modify the Hundertmak reference. 

It was argued that the cutter 138 shown in Fig. 1 1 does not extend beyond the cutting window. The examiner admits that Hundertmark 
discloses a shaft 1 70 that limits the movement of the cutter relative to the housing. However, the shaft does not completely prevent the 
cutter from extending beyond the cutting window of the housing. Hundertmark merely states that it keeps the cutter "generally within the 
housing". That is, the cutter bends along with the housing instead of maintaining a linear shape. However, as shown in the figure in page 9 
of the Office action mailed on 12/8/08, a portion of the cutter clearly extends outside the window/housing, which is the boundary defined by 
the dashed lines. 
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
